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FELT SHOCKS, OF 
AN EARTHQUAKE 


Illinois The Scene Of-A Seismic Disturbance 


During The Night And Early Morning. 


LASTED HALF MINUTE AT CAIRO 


Panic Is Created In St. Louis—Hundreds Of People De- 


serted Their Homes and Took Refuge 


In The Streets.

Chicago, Aug. 22.—.Chicagoans 
re- 


siding near the western limils of the 
city were awakened or startled last, 
night by the faint vibrations of a dis- 
tinct seismic disturbance that trav- 
eled the entire length o.t the state. 


In the immediate vicinity of Chicago 


the earthquake was barely perceptible. 
In towns and villages lying west anil 
southwest of the city the shock was j 
distinctly felt and •occasioned, while. I 
it 
lasted, considerable 
alarm. 
The] 


tremor, .according to officials of the 
hyflrographical bureau, swept through 
the state roughly along a line running i 
from the southwest to the northeast, 
only its extreme vibrations ouching 
the outer limits of the city. 


Suburbs Feel the Shock. 


In Glen Ellyn and 'Wheaton and 


other places ,to the west and north- 
west of the city, along the lake, the! 
two distinct shocks, sufficiently strong | 
to shake" furniture in the houses and : 
arouse those who were asleep were [ 
experienced. 
The first shock was felt I 


at a few minutes after 11 o'clock. This 
was followed by a second, less dis- 
tinct, within a space of a few seconds. 


Telegraphic dispatches indicate that 


the earthquake was general all over 
the Mississippi valley as far south as i 
Cairo. 111. In some of the towns lying I 
directly In 'the path of the seismic! 
disturbance the shock of succeeding' 
tremors was sufficiently 
strong to | 


make houses rock and displace furni-1 
lure. In St. Louis, Mo., hundreds of j 
persong,.awakened; from- slean. rushed 


to-'t'ue'Tcrect in terror, am!' in many 
instances terror-stricken pedestrians 
stopped in the streets and prayed. 


Panic at Cairo, I I I . 


The earthquake caused a panic at 


Cairo. 111. The'first shock felt in the 
southern Illinois city at a few minutes 
after 11 o'clock, lasted- for more than 
half a minute. 
The tremor, which 


was preceded toy a loud rumbling 
noise, shook the strongest buildings 
in the city and threw the residents 
into, a state of terror. Hundreds de- 
serted their houses and took refuge in 
the streets. A second shock followed 
closely upon tho first, and it was some 
time before the more frightened of the 
citizens could be persuaded, that there 
was no cause for alarm. 


Reports from Evar.sville. Ir.il., and 


Owensburg and Henderson, Ky.. say 
that the earthquake was distinctly felt 
at those places, and that for a time the ^ 
citizens were in terror. In all of these 
places two separate shocks were felt 
at an interval of a' few seconds. 


No Shock at\ife Saving Stations. 
Reports from the life saying stations 


In the vicinity of Chicago say that 
there was no unusual disturbances on 
the lake, indicating that the tremor 
was moving in a westerly direction. 


As there is no seismograph at the 


weather bureau, officials there w.ere 
unable to record the strength or direc- 
tion of the tremor. . It was stated at 
the bureau that there might be some 
connection between the stifling heat 
of i.h.c night and some slight seismic 
disturbance.

Johnson, were killed anil Henry Miller, 
another son of Fred Miller, aged IS. 
was dangerously wounded. 


The men were cnroutc to tho station, 


1 where young Miller was to leave to 
join the army. When they were t\vo 
miles from the depot they were fired 
upon by men from ambush. The elder 
Miller nnd his son John fell dead at 
tho first, tire, while the younger Miller 
and Johnson were enabled to return 
the fire. So far it is not known how 


• many men were in the other party. 


Johnson wus. struck twice in the sec- 


ond volley and fell dead.- Seeing that 
he would be unable to fight the enemy 
single-handed, the younger Miller rode 
away with his right hand shot oft. 


For more than twenty years a feud 


war has raged between the Miller and 
Riiwlings families. 
It. ,is not known 


that members of the latter family were 
engaged in the 
fight. 
A posse of of- 


ficers is scouring ll-.e country for the 
murderers. 
It is. the belief of tho 


people of tho comruuuity that other 
killings will follow. 


Feud in Powell County. 


Clay City, Ky.. Aug. 22.—In a des- 


perate feud fight on Black creek, in 
Powell county. Campbell Anderson, 
was killed and Tom and Calc Morton, 
brothers, 
woro 
seriously 
wounded, 


while Will Pcnsley and Troy Plunkett 
were slightly burr. 


Tho. men wove in a "blind, tiger" 


operated1 by riunkotl. when the trou- 
ble started between Anderson nnd 
To;n Morion, and before the men could 
be separated Morton was sloshed sev- 
eral tirccs with a knife in the hands of 
Anderson. 
Wlien it became known 


that Morton \vns dead the fight, became 
general between the friends of Ander- 
son on one side and thoso of Morton 
on the other. 


All of the men arc among the most 


prominent in Loo county nnd luivo 
long been known as members ot fight- 
ing families of early tend days. Fur-

ALL FOREIGN TRADE 


Ching Chlng Move Against America 


May Widen Into Fight on 
' Germany and England.

From a measure which was apparently 
originated by the Chinese in the hope 
of bluffing the 
United 
States into 


modifying its adminitsration 
of the 


Chinese exclusion la\ys so that high 
class Chinese may be freely admitted, 
the boycott of Amercan Roods seems 
to be developing into a matter which 
is giving all foreigners residing 
in 


the Celestial Kingdom a great deal of 
concern. Merchants of other countries 
at first hailed 
with secret joy the 


idea that American goods were to be 
shut out of competition with English 
and German and other manufacturers, 
but it. is now feared that the boycott 
movement may turn into an expres- 
sion of general antipathy to all for- 
eigners, which may have results as 
serious as those of 1000 were. 
For- 


eigners nre now joining with the im- 
porters of American goods r»d. the 
Chinese officials to have 
the move- 


ment suppressed. This 
intelligence 


was emphasized by the receipt of the 
State Department of a despatch, from 
the Consul General at Shanghai, which 
said that, the boycott 
situation re- 


mained unchanged, but that the ap- 
prehension among the foreigners was 
increasing. 
The department explain- 


ed, after several days of delay, since 
the despatch that 
came from -there 


was the same, that this feeling of ap- 
prehension was one o£ fear that the 
boycott would develop into a revolu- 
tionary movement of five years ago, 
that oi1 the Boxers. With the Empress

At eight Mrs. Wallace 
and her children returned from the 
[air here to find her unc:e slain. 
When Mrs. Bird/whistle, another niece, 
and family reached^ home she found 
her 
'husband's shotgun, v.-liich 
hafi 


been left loaded in its accustomed 
place in-, a-corner near the. fireplace. 
and been • taken out. and both barrels 
discharged, 
and that tho shot the 


shells had contained' were the same 
size of those found in the body. The 
gun had been taken out and used, and 
evidently in an attempt to put the 
crime on Mr. Birdwhistle had been 
returned to'its place. Mr. Birdwhistlc, 
however, had been at the fair all day. 


From the first suspicion, backed up 


by bloodihouuds, pointed to the mur- 
dered man's brother. The officers had 
settled upon William H. York as the 
murderer: but to avoid, a lynching did 
nothing till after dork, when York was 
arrested.

er be accepted as baggage at all, but 
must bo sent by. express or freight. 
The baggagemen at the depot have re- 
ceived orders to the effect.that agents 
will not accept for transportation eith- 
er free or for compensation, hunters 
outfits, boats, bundles of

camp stuff, hammocks, cooking uten- 
sils, or boxes of supplies.
